ogy upon the return ot Seigneur Gondomar his 
ciger ks gy from England, (1618) a ſpeciall 
—— mecring of all che principal States of Spain(whowere 
of DO. rogether with che prefidenrs of che Counicell 
of Caſtile, of Arragon,of Iraly, of 5%, ae ug the Indies,of the 
Treafure,of Warre,and eſpecially of the holy Inquifiti6,ſhonld 
be held at Mouſon in Arragon, the Duke of Lerma being a 
inted Preſident, who ſhould make declaration of his Ma- 
teſties pleaſure, rake account of the Amballadors ſervice, and 
conſult rouching the ſtace and religion reſpeRively,ro giue ſa» 
tifation to his Dh Nuntio, who was delired to make one 
in this aſſembly concerning cerraine overrures of peace anda , 
mitie with the Engliſh, and ocher Cacholicke proie@s, which 
might ingender fuſpition and icalouſie berwixt the Pope and 
hiMaic af che miſtery were noe unfolded and che ground of 
thoſe councels diſcovered aforehand, 

This made all men expect che Emballadours returne with a 
kinde of longing,that they might behold the ifTue of this mee- 
ring , and ſce what good for the Catholike cauſe the Emballa- 
dors — ment had effeted in England, anſwerable ro the 
generall opinion cunceived of his — and what further 
proiet would be ſer on footgto become marcer tor publike diſ- 
courſe, 

At ay he arriued,and had preſent notice given him from 
his Maieſtie, that before he came to Courr be ſhould give u 
his account to this allemblie, Which command he gladly rece1- 
ved as an cameſt of his acceprable ſervice,and gaue thanks that 
- his honour he mighc publiſh himſelfe in fo wdicious a pre- 

ence, 

He came firſt vpon the day appointed to the Counſel! charr« 
ber (exc. the Secr. ) noc long atrer all che Cour ſell of ſtate and 
the Prelidents mer,thcre wanted onely the Duke of Lerma and 
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the Popes Nuntio, who Were the. head and feer of all the aſſem- 
bly. Theſe rwo ſtayed long away for divers reſpetts. The Nun- 
tio chat he myght expreile &e reacketle of his maſter, and1oſe 
the ſea of Rome no reſpe(} by his overſight, bur chat the ben- 
ches might be full co obſerue him ar his approach, 

The Duke of Lermato expreſle the authoritie & dignicie of 
of his owne perſon, andto ſhew how a ſervane pur in plate of 
his maſter, exats more ſervice of his fellow ſeruants che 
maſter hamſelie, Theſe two ſtayed cill all chereft orony 
of wairing,bucar length che Nuncion(ſuppoling all the Coun- 
ſel ſer) launched forth and came to roade mm the Counſel cham- 
ber, where ( after mutuall diſcharge of duetie from the compa» 
ny and bl:[iing vpon it trom him ) he fare downe in ſolemne 
filence, grieved at his overſight when he ſaw the Duke of Ler- 
maabfent with whom he ſtrouc as a comperitor for pompe 
and Glorie, 

The Duke had ſent before, and underſtood of the Nuntios 
being there, and ſtayed ſomething the longer, chat his boldnes 
might be obſerved, wherem he had his delfre z; for the Nuntio 
hauing a whale paziently driven away the time with ſcuerall 
complements ro feucrall perſons, hadnow almoſt run his court- 
ſhip out of breath, but cthatthe Dukeof Villa Hermoſa (Preli- 
dent of the Counſel on Aragon(fed his humor by the —_— 
of his owne diſcontentmenrt, upon occaſion of the Duke 
of Lerma his abſence ,-and beckned Seigneur Gondomor to 
him,uſing this ſpeech in the hearing of the Nunto,atrer a ſpor- 
ting manner: 

How unhappie are the people where you haue been, firſt 
for their ſoulcs, being hereriques ,z then for their eſtares, where 
the name of a tavourice 1510 familiar : how happie 15 our ſtate, 
where the keyes of life and death are ſocafily come by, (poin« 
ting atthe Nuntio)hanging ar cuery religious girdle, & where 
the doore of wſtice mercie ſtand equally open to all men, 
withour reſpc& cf perſons? The Embailador knew this Iront- 
call ſtroke, co be intended as a by-blow at the Nuntio, bur tully 
at the Duke of Lerma (whoſe greatnes begi now to wax heavy 
towards declenſion)and therfore he returned this anſwer: Your 
axccllencig knoweth che ſtate is happie where wiſc favourites 
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gouerne Kings if the _ themſelves be fooliſh, or where 
wiſe Kings are, who having favorites, wherher fooliſh or of the 
wiſer ſorr,willnoc yet be governed by them, The ſtate of Eng-» 
land, ( howſoever you heare of it in- Spayne or Rome) isco0 
happie in che laſt kinde : Theyneedenor much care what the 
favorite be (chough for the moſt parthe be ſuch as RS all 
ſuſpicion in that Finde, being rather choſen as a ſcholler ro be 
taughtand crained yp,then as a tutor to teach,) of this they are 
ſure, no Prince exceeds theirs in perſonall abilities z ſo thar nov 
thing could be added to him in my wiſh, bur this one, that he 
were our vallayle and a Cacholique, 

With chat he noiſe without gave notice of the Duke of Ler- 
mas-entrance, at whoſe firſt approach the whole houſe aroſe, 
though ſome later chen other,as envie had hung plunimets on 
them to keep them downe, the Nuntio onely {ate unmooved, 
the Duke cheriſhed che obeyſance of che reſt with a familiar 
kind of cariage, . too high for.courteſie, as one not negledting 
their demecanors, but expetting it, - and after a filiall obeyſance 
to the Pope his Nuntio,fate down,as Preſident under the cloch 
of ſtare, but ſomewhat lower z then after a ſpace given tor ad- 
miration, preparation,and attention,he began to ſpeake in this 
manner : 

The King my maſter ( holding it more honourablero doe 
then to diſcourſe, ro take from you the expeAation of Orato- 
ricy uſed rather in ſchooles and.pulpits then in Councels) hach 
appointed me Preſident in this holy, wiſe, learned, and noble 
allembly z A man naturally of a low ſp:ech, and nor deſirous 
to-quicken jt by art or induſtrie, as holding ation onely pro- 
per to a Spaniard as I am by birth, to a ſouldicr as I am by pro- 
tellion, ro a King as I am by repreſentacion; take this theretore 
bricfly tor declaration both of the cauſe of this meeting and my 
maſter his further pleaſure, There hath been in all rimes from 
the worlds foundation one chiefe commander or Monarch u p- 
on che carch : This needs no further proofe then a backe loo 
ing into our owne memories andhiſtories of the world, net- 
ther now is there any queſtion ( except with infidels and here- 
tiques) of that.one chicte commander in ſpiricuals in the _ 
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of whoſe petſ6n the members of the viſible Church are inclu- 
ded, but there is ſome douber of the chief commanderin tempo- 
rals, who (asthe moon tothe fun) mightgoverne by night as 
this by day, and by the ſword of juſtice compell ro come in, or 
cure off (uch as intrienge cheaurhoritie ofthe keyes, This hath 
becn ſo well vnderſtood long lince, by the infalible chaire, as 
that thereby ypon declenſion of the Romane Emperours, and 
the increaſe bs ſpirimall ſplendor ( who thought irun- 
natural] that their ſun ſhould be tablunary) our nation was by 
the Biſhop of Romeſcleed before octher peoples ro conquer 
and rule the nation with arod of Iron , and our Kings to that 
end adorned with the title of Catholike King, as a name aboue 
all names vnder the funne(which is) under Gods Vicar general 
himſelte the Catholike Biſhop of ſoules. To inſtance this point 
by compariſon, looke firſt che grand Seigneur the great 
Turk, who hath a largetitle, bur not univerſal. For beſides chat 
he isan infidell, his command is confined within his owne 
rerricories, and he ſtyled not Emperour of the world, bur of the 
Turks and their vallals onely. 

Amongſt Chriſtians, the defender of che faith was a glorious 
Ale, whill the King to whom it was given by his holynes,con- 
tinued worthy of ic. But he ſtood not in the truth, neither yet 
thoſe that ſucceed hum, And beſide, it was no great thing to be 
called whac every Chriſtiai ought to be, defender of the tarchgno 
more then to beſtiled with France, the moſt Chriſtian King, 
wherein he hath che greateſt partof his ticle comms with mot 
Chriſtians, The Fmperour ot Ruſſia, Rome, Germany,excend 
not their limits further chen the ſtiles, which arc locall, onely 
my maſter the moſt Catholike King is for dominions of bodies, 
as the uniuerſall Biſhop for dominis6 of ſoules over all thar pare 
of the world which we call America ( except where the Engliſh 
incruders viurp)and the greateſt part of Europe,with ſome part 
ot Alia and Africa by atual poſle(ſi6,& over all the reſt by reall 
& indubirable right, yer acknowledgeth chisright to be derived 
tr6 the tree and fatherly donation ot his holynes,who as the fun 
to chis moon lends luſter by refleion to this kingdomegto this 
King,tothis King of Kings my maſter:whart theretore he bath, 
howloever gortenghe may keep & hold: what he can ger from 
any 


any other ___ C3mander by any ftratzgeme of war or pre- 
tence of peace he may take, For it 1s theirs onely by vſurpation 
except they hold of him from whom all civill powers is derived, 
as eccleſiaſtical from his holynes. What the ignorant call erca- 
ſon,if ir be on his behalf is cruchz& whar they call eruch, if it be 
againſt him is creaſon:& thus all our peace, our warre, our trea- 
eics, mariages, and wharſocuer intendment elſe of ours, aimes 
at this principall end, to ger the whole polleſſion of che world, 
and ro reduce all ro vnite under one temporall head, char our 
King may truly be what he is ſtiled,the cacholick and univerſal 
King. Asfaith 13 cherfore univerſal & che Church univerſal, yer 
ſo as it isvnder one head the Pope, whoſe ſeare 1s & muſt nece(- 
ſarily be ar Rome where $.Peter fare : ſo muſt all men be ſubie& 
to our and their Cathohke Kiag, whoſe particular ſeate is here 
in Spaine,his uniuerſall euery where z- this point of State or ra- 
ther of faich, we ſee the Romane Catholik religion hach raughe 
every where,and almoſt made naturall, ſo that by a key of gold 
by incelligence, by way of confeſſton, . my maſter is able co un- 
lock the fecrers of every Prrace, and to withdraw their ſubieſts 
allegiance, as if chey knew themſelves racher my maſter his 
ſubieQs indeed, then theirs whom their birthes haue caught 
ro miſcal} Soveraignes. We ſee this in France and in England 
eſpecially, where at once they learne ro obey the Church of 
Rome as their mother, to acknowledge the Catholique Kin 
as their farher, and to hate their own King as an hererique r= 
an vſurper. So we fee Religion and the State are coupled to- 
de kagk and weep, flouriſh and fade, and participate of ei- 
ers forrune,as growing trom one ſtock of policie; I ipcak chis 
the more boldly in this preſence, becauſe 1 ſpeake here before 
none bur natiue perſons, who are partakers both in themſclues 
and iffues of thefe criumphs aboue all choſe of anciene Rome, 
& therefore ſuch (a5 belides cheir oathes) ir concernes co be (e- 
cret, Neither need we reſtraine this libertic of ſpeech from the 
Nuato his preſence, becauſe that beſides char he is a Spaniard 
by birch,he 15 alſo a Jeſuire by profeſſion.an order raiſed | by the 
prouidence of Gods Vicarco accompliſh chis monarchy the ber» 
rex, all of chem being appropriate chereunco, and as publicke 
agents and privic Counſcllers to this cad, Whergin the wile- 
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dome of this ſtate is to be beheld wich admiration, thiras in 
temporall warre it employes, or at leaſt cruſts none bur natives, 
in Caſtile, Porrugall or Aragon ; fo icſpirituals ic employes no» 
ve bucthe leſuires, and1o jmployes them, that they are genes 
xally reputed, how renore foeuer chey be from vs, bow muck 
ſoever obliged to others, ſtill ro be ours, and ftill ro be of the 
Spaniſh fadtion, chough they be Polonjans, Engliſh, French, & 
refiding in thoſe countries & Courts z the penitents therfore & 
all with whom they deale and converſein their ſpiriruall rrafe 
fique muſt needs be ſo too, and ſo our Catholique King muſt 
neecs haue an inviſible kingdome, & an unknowne number of 
ſubicas in all dominions, who will ſhew chemſelves and their 
faichs by their works of diſobedience whenſocyer we ſhal haue 
occalion to vic that -Jeſuiricall vertue of theirs. This therefore 
being the principall ends of all our counſels( ng thoſe 
holy dire(tions of our late'pious King Philip 2- to his ſonne 
now reviving) coadyance the Cacholike Romane religion,and 
the cacholike Spaniſh dominion rogether, we are met now. by 
his Maicſties commaund to take account of you (Seigneur 
Gondemor ) who hauc been Emballadour for England, te fee 
What good you haue effeted there towards the advancement 
of this work,and what further proie& ſhall be thought firro be 
ſer on foot to this end, And tis is briefly the occaſion of our 
meeting. 

Then the Embaſl, (who attended bare headed all che time) 
with alow obciſance began thus. This moſt laudable cuſtome 
of our Kings in bringing all officers co ſuch an account, where 
areview and notice 15 taken of good or bad ſervices che 
determination of cheir imploymenrs, reſembles thoſe Romane 
triumphs appointed for the ſouldiers z and as in them it provo« 
kedto courage, ſo in us in ſtirres vp to diligence, Our maſter 
converſeth by his Agents wich all the world, yet with none 
of more regard then the Engliſh, where matter of ſuch diver- 
licie is often preſented ( through the feyerall humours of the 
State, and thoſe of our Religion and faſtion.) chat no inftruttt» 
ons can be ſufficient for ſuch negotiations, bur much muft be 
left in truſt,to the diſcretion,tudgement and diligence of the in-
